• A five-yeM* agreement be- 
tween Norfolk and Ch^apeake 
governing the sate of waiter to in- 
dividual residents of Bast Chesa- 
peake (South Norfolk and W«^- 
injScn boroughs). 

Under the proposed contracts, 
Virginia Beadi and Chesapeake

New Colleges Cropping Up 



Eigthy new colleges with m 
enrollment capacity of 2(X),000 
^udents wiM be established in the 
nexit few j^ears in 26 different 
states, abcording to a survey made 
by Changing Times, the KipHnger 
Magazine. 

In 3 state-by-state survey re- 
ported in the current issue of the 
magazine, *the editors found Itet 
at least 31 of the new colleges 
enrolled stiidertfe for the fir* 
time ithis autumn, and anoUher 
49 win be taking students in the 
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next few years. Stil ^another 14 
new campuses are' being italked 
about. 

"AJtogether," fh e magazine 
states, "these new campuses will 
have a to'tal enrollment of at 
least 200,000 students. Mast of 
the institutions will be publicly 
supported, and the majority will 
be two-year colleges." 

But, the larticle points out, 
more than a dozen new private 
institutions are being founded; 
nearly a third of all turned up in 
the survey are four-year a>lleges. 
In at least two ca^s, . Changing 
Times reports, the new schools 
will be two-year upper-division 
colleges for juniors and seniors. 

Just how many institutions will 
spring into being over ithe next 
few years no one can say for 
sure, the article continue. "A 
college that is no more than a 
gleam in someone's eye this year 
may be enrolling its first class 
three years from now.

Three yean ««> CongMM ap- 
proved amediou AssistaiKe for 
Aged (MAA) program to try to 
hup the medically needy amon^ 
our nearly 18 million people 65 
and over. 

It was hailed by some, includ- 
ing the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, as the bridge for the 
sertoos gap between the low in- 
comes of most older people and 
their increasing need for costly 
medical care. 

Under the Kerr-Mills law 
which set up the MAA program, 
it was left to each State to de- 
cide whether it wanted to put a 
program into effect for its citi- 
zen. Then, if it did, tJM Federal 
Government would provide part 
of the money — zangbig from 
60 to 80 percent — to pay the 
cost of proTtding the care. 

Also, it was 1^ to eaiAi. State 
— witiiin its own finandal abH- 
itv — to decide how much and 
wnat kind of medical care it 
would provide its older people. 

The Kerr-Mills law set only 
one major limita&n on how a 
State operated its MAA pro- 

Sam. It could not pay for care 
r anyone who wasn't consid- 
ered ''medically needy." The 
law said a "medieaUy needy" 
person was one whose iiu:ome 
and resources were too high to 
qualify for regular Old-Age As- 
Bistan(% payments, but swl too 
low to cover the costs of any 
needed n^ieal care. 

Unfortunately, after three 
years of trying to make MAA 
work on a Nationwide basis, the 
program has been, at best, only 
raildlT successful. And. there ia 
-no Reason to believe tne sitoa- 
tlon will ever improve much. 

This can easily be seen from 
two facts. In the two and a half 
years since the program got 
under way, half of rae States 
had not set up MAA programs 
for their older Citizens. And, in 
most of the States where MAA 
has been established, the piiH ' 
grams are very limited. 

For example: In a number of 
the States, the care available is 
Umited to a very short period of 
hospitalization. Tennessee and 
Kentucky, for instance, provide 
only up to iO days' care and 
then oiUy in ease of an acute UI- 
ness an4 not for a chronic 
coi^itioa.

grams in the States are proving 
to be — in the words of the New 
York Times — "an administra- 
tive monstrosity." This is no 
wonder. &aeh State has a sep- 
Mitte adsaiaistrative problem. 
And, there is need for annual or 
oiaimual appropriation of funds 
by iMch State and the Federal 
W)V«ram«it. 



And, of course, thera is Iht 
need to check up on each penon 
applying for care to see if he 
meets the income limits and is 
truly "medically indigent." As 
a result of this administrative 
work, we find that six Sta^s 
are spending at least 26 cents of 
every dollar spent under MAA 
for administration nther ^an 
to pay benefits. 
4^nnMMe spent 60 cents to - 
administer its program in 
1062 for every dollar it 
paid out in benefits. Loui- 
siana, Kentucky, and Ore' 
gon all spent nearly 30 
cents on admhiistrstion for 
every dollar it paid ia bsae- 
iits in 1963. 

Thus, there can be little doubt 
some better way must be found 
to assure today's and tomor- 
row's older citizens with a 
means of getUng needed medi- 
cal care. 

To deal 'With the urgent need 
lor a program, PresWent Ken- 
D«iy has ur^d Congress to «&• 
tend the social security sy^m 
to provide health insurance to 
people 65 and over. 

Under the President's plan, 
you would pay a small amount 
into social security while you're 
working and you would be en- 
titled to hospital, nursing home, 
home health care and diagnostic 
services after you reach 6G. 

This is not "socialized medi- 
cine." It is the American way. 
The government itself will not 
provide any services whatso- 
ever and would not interfere 
with the practice of medicine or 
the relationship between doctor 
and patient. Like Blue Cross, 
the proposed program would 
merely provide the means 
through which the contributions 
of worker and employer — 
about 25 cents a week for an 
average worker — would pay 
for hospital costs in retirement.

Apparently, the only aibstantial change between the vctsiOi 
of ftt»e pact as prepared by Norfolk attorneys and the version approved by council, ihivolves iSae 
method of determimng a "fair 



appraised price" for Norfolk 
owned wiCer mains, valves, met- 
ers and fire hydrants located in 
Virgsnia Beach. 

Both versions of fihe contracts 
agree that Virginia Beac^ shall 
purchase these irKlallatioivs if 
and when it decides to set up its 
own w^er system. 

As printed by Norfcflk, i'Jhe 
contracts provided for three ap- 
praisers; one to be selected by 
Norfolk, one by Virginki Beach 
and the third to be chosen by the 
two &ttia selected.

Oral Siinday Remarkably Successful 



No one could possibly have forecast the 
remarkable su«»ss of the mass immuniza- 
tton program against polio that resulted in 
so many of the Tidewater area receiving the 
Sabin oral vaccine last Sunday at school 
buildings throughout the area. It was a 
credit to this entire area. 

More than 358,CX)0 persons treked to the 
vaccine stations last Sunday throughout the 
Virginia Beach, Norfolk, Portsmouth and ' 
Chesapeake area$. Virginia Beach, alone, 
recorded more than 62,000 persons taking 
part in the program. 

The tremendous outpouring of citizens 
leaves a relatively small percentage of the 
population unimmunized and a list of clin- 
ics In the area and times have been an- 



nounced so that these persons may yet get 
the first dose of this remarkable vaccine 
which was developed by Dr. Albert Sabin 
and his associates. 

Now, it is "one down and one to go" for 
the vaccine to be effective comes In two 
doses. The next oral vaccine Sunday will 
be held on January 1 2, 1 964. It is Important 
that those receiving the first dose complete 
the immunization by receiving the second 
dose in January. 

The entire program reflects credit on the 
doctors, nurses, medical societies and phar- 
macists of the area. Of course, the people 
of the area made it all possible with their 
warm response to the program. 



Striking At The People 



Sometime in the not too distant future, 
the realization is going to sink home that 
when elected public officials and the ad- 
p^oistrators of various government agen- 
cies cut loose with a free wheeling attack 
on a basic Industry, the people are the big 
losers. A good examj^le is the oil industry 
which is made up erf hundreds of highly 
competitive compani^ subjected to every 
regulation and tax in tte book. A recent 
release by the Associated Petroleum Indus- 
tries of Pennsylvania reveals what one 
phase of the oil industry means to that 
state. 

In 1 922, the first year of the Pennsyl- 
vania gas tax, the state oollected $3,1 12,- 
, 000. This year the motorists in that state 
will pay an estimated $382 milTion in state 
and federal gasoline taxes which now total 
T i cents a gallon. 

Since the start of the federal Interstate 



highway program seven years ago, Penn- 
sylvania- motorists have paid more than 
$1.4 billion in federal automotive taxes. 
The same situation prevails in every state 
in the union. 

While the oil Jrjdustry Is disoDverlng, pro- 
ducing and marketing pietroleum products 
at prices the public can pay,^ it is function- 
ing in a three-fold capacity. It is meeting a 
need for a vital commodity; it is serving as 
a gigantic tax collecting agency for goverrv- 
ment;.and finally, it is a heavy taxpayer in 
its own right— the government receives the 
lion's share of earnings nowadays. 

Unfounded criticism, adverse govern- 
mental action for political reasons, or kin- 
dred harassment of any basic Industry 
strike, directly at the people as consumers 
and as taxpayers in higher prices or short- 
age of supply.

With a tax system such as the income tax 
of the federal and state governments, one 
would think these governments would 
welcxjme private citizens with enough 
nerve to risk their savings in enterprises 
that if profitable immediately become sub- 
ject to a punitive tax for being successful. 

But such is not the case, particularly with 
the federal government which is constantly 
extending its competition with taxpayinq 
citizens and industry on which it depends 
ior its revenue— for example. Its unneces- 
sary use of tax revenue to promote and 
build tax-exempt power systems, mis- 
named public power plants. 

Such plants are not nearly so publicly- 
owned as taxpaying investor-owned pri- 
vate enterprises in which millions of people 



have put their savings. These rampanifes 
are first taxed 52 per cent on their net 
earnings. Then the investor is faxed again 
on any dividend he gets. 

These taxes are used to help pay for the 
federal systems which are tax exempt and 
called public plants. They can cut rates for 
privileged customers because they pay no 
taxes, but the general taxpayer must pay 
higher taxes to make up for the taxes that 
would have otherwise been generated by 
taxpaying power production. 

The people will never get real relief until 
they turn thumbs down on political projects 
that kill private enterprise, and thereby 
build toward a socialistic form of govern- 
ment from which we are spending billions 
to protect ourselves.

What's in store for the 1963-64 
hunting s^M>n? With virtually 
the same deer regulations in ef- 
fect m last year, Virginia sports- 
noen ^3mM reap a l^trve^ of 6 
to 10 thousand deer wwrt of *he 
Blue Ridge and 24 to 26 thousand 
deer ea^ of the Blue Ridge. A 
State total of 32 to 36 thou^nd 
deer is climated for «he 1963-64 
harvest. 

Wild turkey harvwfbs have var-

HrSTOftlCAL FACTS OF 
FIRST FRUIT OF AMERICA- 
CRANBERRIES 

Cranl^rries, the first fruit of 
America, are as old as Plymouth 
Rock and as American as Thanks- 
giving Day. Long before the first 
Pilgrim lady set her dainty foot 
on Plymouth Rock, ci^tberries 
were growing wild in 'the lowlands 
of Plymouth and Cape Cod. This 
is their native soil and it is here 
ttat over 60 per cent of the na- 
tion's cranberries are produced. 

The Indians taught the Pilgrim 
wjmen that the beautiful red 
craAberries were edible. A favor- 
ite Indian dish was Pemmican. 
This was a mixture of dried veni- 
son, fait, and cranberries pounded 
to a pulp, jKitted into cakes to 
bake in the sun on the rocks. 

Pilgrim women, being English 
ladies, had an English liking far 
preserves and steA^ed fmit. Thsy 
cooked the wild red berries in

American Indians ^bered and 
used cranberries for centuries. 
Explorers Lewis smd dark found 
the Indians, of w*at « now toe 
State of Washin^on, picWng 
cranberries. Indians in northwest- 
em Wisconsin are as lappy har- 
vesting their cranberry crop as 
were their ancestors. 

It took typical American keen- 
ness and foresi#it to dev^p the 
wild cranberry into a cultivated 
fruit. AKhou^ cutevatton bepn 
on Cape Cod, Massachusetts some 
200 years after the landing of the 
Pilgrims, it soon spread to other 
sltates. In New Jes^ey where 
cranberries were also a native 
fruit, cul'tivati<m began about 
1853 . . . and aboiA this time in 
Wisconan. A native Cape-Codder, 
Charles McParlin, built Oregon's 
first cranberry bc^ in 1885 from 
cutting of Cape Cod cranberry 
vines. 

Five northern states, Massachu- 
etts, Wisconsin, New Jersey, 
Washington and Oregon, produce 
most of the cranberries grown. 

It takes leveled grwmd of sand- 
topoed peat to grow oranbaries 
and three to five years to bear the 
first crop. Plenty of available 
rand for sanding and fresh water 
for flooding in winter months are 
also requirements. 

Cranberry vines blossom in late 
June or early July. The harve^ 
usually starts after Labor Day.

RICHMOND — The Vir#nia 
Museum of Fine Arts said today 
it will present a special exftwhi- 
iloa next monlh of the Treasure 
of Tutankhamun, the most famous 
archaeological find of all itime. 

The Museum will display the 
Treasure for one month, l»gin- 
ning November 6 wi'th a by^nvi- 
totion-only preview for Egyptian 
government officials and Mu- 
seum members. 

The Treasurer was found bur- 
ied with the mummy of King Tut 
(Tutankhamun) who reigned over 
the Egyptian empire more than 
3,000 years ago. 

The tomb, which was dis- 
covered by Briti^ archaeologists 
in 1922, is the best known royal 
Egyptian grave ever to be found 
intact. 

The Treasure consi^s of 33 
objects, including a miniature 
ctrffin of gold and the young 
King's personal signet rings. 

"To match the mood and the 
magnificence oi this remarkable 
treasure horde, the staff is con- 
structing a fitting display for its 
only showing in the Southeast," 
Leslie Cheek Jr., the Museum's 
director, said. 

Cheek said the Treasure is on 
IcMin from the -United Arab Re- 
public, and this is the only time 
it has ever been exhibited outside

According to latest reports 
from the U.A.R. government, the 
Virginia Museum exhibition may 
offer Americans their last oppor- 
tunity to sec the Treasure in the 
United States. 

The collection has visited 16 
major American cities in the past 
two years, and more than 1.255,- 
000 persons have seen it. 

Cheek explained the Treasure 
was brought to the Western Hem- 
isphere to help raise funds for 
saving ancient Egyptian monu- 
ments which may soon be flooded 
when a new high dam is com- 
pleted acroK the Nile River at 
Aswan. 

The Museum said, a special 

admission will be charged each 

visitor to the exhibition, and net 

proceeds will go to the mcmument 

.fund. 

The highlight of the display 
will be the miniature gold coffin 
of the young Pharaoh. It is inlaid 
with semi-precious stones and 
blue, black, and red glass. On its 
front ancient artists carefully 
sculptured the handsome face of 
Tutankhamun. 

The two rings in the display 
are of gold and were found on 
the left hand of Tutankhamun's 
remains. One has an engraved

The 
dagger's blade is of a hard, gold 
alloy, and the hilt is decorated 
with granulated gold work and 
inlaid with co1(M%d glass and 
stones. On the face of the sheath 
are reliefs (rf animals. 



The Pharaoh's g<M armlet, 
figures of Tutankhamun in al^ 
baster, stone and wood, and four 
golden amulets w4iich were found 
on his mummy. 

The Treasurer boasts the 
wealth of a great empire. It was 
placed in the tomb of Tutank- 
hamun when the young Pharaoh 
was buried in the mid- 14th Cen- 
tury B.C. 

It wiw tmried there beotuse of 
the ancient Egyptians' religious 
belief that they must carry the 
necessities and the luxuries of 
life wijh them after death, to be 
properly equipped for the next 
worid. 

Most of the ancient tombs were 
pillaged, and only a few, notably 
Tutankhamun's, survived through 
the centuries intact.

UNTIL RECENTLY AmeiJcam travding in Eu- 
rope who were interetfed in art had to omi- 
tent themsdves with visits to the §re^ luttioaal 
museums: the Nati(H»l Cbdtery in Lc»Kkm, the 
Louvie in Paris, tfie Pndo in Maiind. This was 
ma^ificent listing and viewii^ but it was all 
very formal and ^ to do with the q)odial ac- 
compUshmmts of the pa^ 

Today travdn^ American have an oppcu^nity 
mrt only to see all (rf the very best and mc»t tx- 
citing new art but also to mttt the nun md women 
who are creatii^ it The number of small and inti- 
mate galleries in Paris and Rone, for examfde, 
ha^ prdifeinted since tlw end <rf the 1^ tirar, and 
part of their gratifying succe» has been a totally 
new omcept : that young artists need frknds! 

In the late spring (d 1949, when Mn. SUmc and 
I were abroad, nw wait to ibc DrcMont-David gal- 
kiy on tile Rue du Faubourg St Honors in Paris. 
We had heard that tius ^lery was badcing a 
yomg, iKomisii^ painter by the name of Betnatd 
Buffet. Up to tills point DrcHiant-David had sold 
very few oi Buffet's canvases. We were struck by 
his teoic dranm ami craftsmandiip, how he 
achieved tiie easeatx of a fkiatui wMe witii a 
few b(dd forms. We began {m:king (Nit canvases 
(I won't say they were dirt cheap, but tiiey were 
amazingly money ch»p ) and set than askie, atong 
with canvi»es by Goag, Gui;pd>ert, Duscmi. 

The next aftemooi when we turned up at the 
cilery to pay for (Nir can^^oes, ^em was Bonaid 
Buffet The manager of tiie ^ry, M. Fuentes, 
had driven to Buffet's house tiiat night to tell him 
that an American was struck by his pmtiagt aid 
was about to bqr six ot them. Buffet was a tiiO 
skinny bkmd boy of 21, very shy, and very hu^y. 
We took him down tiie street to Rump^iej^'s

for tea, and I must say he put way <»k (rf tiie 
most gratifying teas I have ever seen consumed. 
Mrs. ^oBt and I likni the youi^ muk voKtuasa^f 
and we consUered him a fmnd. From that pmat 
fcHward «« watol^ his career with exdtoi^t 
and almost a feelii^ oi famify fmde. We have ex- 
toOed his praises aU the way from Israel, Turkey, 
and Greece tiirough Italy and Spain Mid tii^ U.S. 

The next day when we visited the gafloy we 
found Gu^bert waiting to sm in. Ife was older 
tium Buffet, witii more experioi^^Ihe gatt»y 
deafer had called him, too, to ^i&i tiut we 
were tniying his canvases. To our amazement, tiib 
del^Mul Frenchmai^ had gifb for usj one under 
each arm: a small stwiy of Breton wonaen for Mrs. 
Stone and a sinall oil of fishing boats for me. 
We became friends on tiie spot and meet for din- 
ner whenever we are in Paris.

The important pomt I wish to make is tiuit tiie 
Parisian artists want^ to kiww Amerfeans. Th^ 
gave liberally of their warmtiTand companionship. 
Many of the gaOeries in Paris follow this pia^ice 
of brii^ng tt^etiier^when possible, tiic arti^ and 
tiiose Americans mterested in tiieir work.

bee of days my consdence smarted for having 
done K> unne^ssaty and really ungendemanly 
a thing to one of the finest gentlemen I had eve^ 
met. After a particulariy bad night I g(A up early, 
vnote Gw>s(fenovik a letter of apology, enclosed a 
$10 check, ai^ asked him if he would please for- 
ffvt me. He forgave nw. 

One of the most important proofs that European 
artists want and need friends was evidenced in 
Madrki. We had the good fortuite to be taid about 
a tiny gallery which was maintained at the rear of 
an objet d'art ^p only recendy opeited. When 
we fcNind our way there, we learned that this was 
one of the first exhibitions since the Spanish Civil 
War. There h«l been very litde original painting 
going on, since so many of their best {Miinters were 
killed or had left the country; this, hopefully, was 
a new beginning for Spanish art. 

IT WAS INDEED a fine beginning'Tof the 10 or 
12 {^inters represented, Jardiel, Blasco, Ortiz, 
Mampo, and others, Mrs. Stone and I found that 
we liknl the work erf at l^ist half a d(^n, a pro- 
portimi omi rarely finds in a gallery. That after- 
noon when we left, saying that we would be 
back the following day, die gallery owner got m 
t(Mch with the paintera and tdd ttem (rf our in- 
terest. Frbnds of cwrs who had accomiMuiKd us 
also boi^ht several of tl^ small canvases. (Here 
again they were inexpensiw.) We and our An^ri- 
can friends met four or five of the talented and to- 
tally charming Spanish painters. There began a 
series (rf cocktail partes, teas, lunchecms, and din- 
ners. Our pleasure was no greater than theirs, for 
we were ammig the first Amerknans to OMue to 
MMlrid mce the ^»nish Civil War w1k> wanted 
to kmrar painters and to bv^ their cannues and 
give them friend^ip.

For more than IS yean luburtjan 
chorches have been under attack. The- 
d(^iuis and soci(rf(^ts alike have as- 
sailed them for being too buOding-happy, 
too social, too oilien a stained-^ass coun- 
try club instead of a iedem{^vefelk>wship. 

Reltgi(ws edunticMi pn^rams for chil- 
dren are littte more than 40-nunute Sun- 
day-morning reprieves for the parents, 
the critics cried. Giurches are like corpo- 
nuions, they chaifed. It's all the big give, 
the 1^ dri^ the b^ oiembership rolls 
that try to measure true religion by math- 
ematical talwlations in^ad of pen»nal 
dedkatitm. 

Let it be uhnitted: Much of the criti- 
cism, harsh u it has been, iras and re- 
mains true. AH maj<^ religioas in Ameri- 
ca have been aware d this. Many have 
made extensive surveys into dw conflicts 
and challengii^ questkms posed in the 
outer-dty church. 

But they are also aware ai the spiritual 
awakoiing that may make die suburban 
church (me of the moM extraordinary 
religious stories of the 1960s. Hie sips of 
chan^ are widespread. Fm instance: 

In a suburban s^tion oi Buriington, 
VeroKMit, is a church that is n(M a church 
at all. It has no buikUi^ no altar, no pews. 
It UMets in bomni^ halls and hdds its 
Sundiqr schocd in unular quarters. Its con- 
cerns are with other matters, with the 
special spiritual as«pments carried on 
by its members, which rai^from visiting 
the sk:k in hopsitals and the prisoners in 
jails, to running a (»ffeehouK bookshop, 
where Vermont University students ^me 
to drink coffM and talk about religion with 
the volunteers who serve as waiters. 

**Evangelism in this sense," writes Wil- 
liam HoUister, |»ator ai this church that 
is no church, "means that instead of talk- 
ing p^ple into «>ming into our church we 
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live amoi^ them u wttaeMes of thcf^ 
carnation of the W(»d.** 

The Irudi h duA this church reaches out 
to hundreds of "jwrishkmen" who m^ 
never have comt into tome shiny new 
marUe edMce ooitii^ hundreds of thcw- 
sands (tf doOais.

against commercialisin and lack of 
real concern for real problems. 

Many of them left the church. 
Many stayed on only becauM they 
had no place to go. Many otiwrs 
sta^ and continiwd to press for 
a greater awareness of needs and 
essentials. 

Presbyterian theologian Henry 
Kuizenga do;lared in one report: 
"It is hard to be a Oiristian in »ib- 
urbia because this is where the illu- 
sion that security and happiness can 
be found by withdrawing from so- 
ciety is making its last-ditch staml. 
Isolation . . is the effect of all our 
estrangement from God and from 
each other." 

THE REV. James Ashbrook, who 
has worked with alcoholics in 
and out of church, recalls a sad ex- 
am|^ of such estrangement — an 
incident where a group oi Alw- 
holks Anonymous were permitted 
to use a church room for a meeting 
and some of the women of the 
church (femanded, "Who does this 
church bek>ng to — them or us?" It 
did not occur to them, af^rently, 
that the place belong«l to Ckx). 
And as Dr. Ashbrook observed. 



"That whkh came into being be- 
cause men found themselves res- 
cued frran the shipwreck of their 
liws has evdv^ into an exclusive 
club. At be^ (Mhen are hir^ to 
carry on the wjrk ^ rescuing. At 
worst, no one even wants to be 
bothered." 

But slowly and effectively church 
leaders and ierioua church mem- 
bers have been gainii^ in the bat- 
tle to tmng the outer-city church 
into spiritual focus. 

Meryl Ruoss, who is attached to 
the Presbyterian Church u an ex- 
pert Ml the 'terment,** t(4d this 
writer of a church in a Chkago sub- 
urb, for instance, which has a con- 
gregation oi 3,000. Every year it 
loses half its membership because 
of chai^ies in job locatimis and 
families moving out. 

"But here," Ruoss stated, "|hey 
have no professional staff to do the 
whole job. Here, the worshipers 
themselves carry on the mission. 
They visit the newcomers in the 
town, they bring them into the 
church. They call on the skk and 
help out in a hundred other func- 
tions of their church.

"More aod more today," Samuel Silver told me, "it is 
' a matter ol aum and his brother finding their mutual needs 
in a new ert*** 

Roman Ci^olk; diurches report the same spiritual 
eageme» in the Adult Study Oubs all through the coun- 
try, where "man a^i his brother" are mating together to 
gain by spiritual study and tite exchange of ideas a fuller 
understanding of religimis tntth and its application in their 
personal lives and service. 

Laymen w(H'king with tlwir priests in the Catholic Con- 
fraternity o< Reli^ous Doctrine are teaching thousands of 
Catholic yoiuig^n not <m\y their religious obligations but 
all tilt dMpest meanings of their religious life. 

CkHi of the directon of this work, Msgr. Joseph Lawlor, 
told me, "The y<»ng learn through these volunteer lay 
te^lttrs. .They team deep lessons in religious truth — and 
so, I think, do tlwir teachers." 

One last word, from a Califomian, the Rev. Robert C. 
Strom: 

"Drawii^ tc^ther the Grace of God and the essential 
idealism of peof^," he writes, "modem ministers are find- 
in^ew ways to help those who are sometimes so far apart 
when so close tf^tl^r." 

He speaks as a suburban minister, as a part of this fer- 
ment of faith, where nwn and women, no longer content 
with the outward and visible s^ns, are seeking a new re- 
ligious umterstamding, and tl^ir ministers, as Robert Strcmi 
says, are finding new ways to help.

^Out Facts 



Oiief Ree^s E. Jdhnson ex- 
1 plained this stirt^nent tottav by 
saving "Many motorists don't re- 
alize it, Iwt iust as soon as they 
get from behind the w^hed they 
become pedestrians. 

"Therefore," he said, "it 
should be a simple matter for 
the motorist to put himself in the 
pede^rian's place and anficinate 
maiy pedestrian actions in time 
(0 avoid an accident." Last year 
in Vireinia 205 pedestrians were 
kUkd in motor vehicle accidents. 
Anotfier 2,343 were iniured. 

Jc^nson pointed out that of 
tt»'77 wtjan pedestrian fatalities 
in 1962, 40 ikppened while tje- 
destrians were crossing streets be- 
tween intersecftiras. Anotiier 9 
were killed while entering the 
street from between parked caR. 

Some pedestrians act as though 
they had the right erf wav and pav 
no attenticm to vehides. he 
warned. Others may be "I'rte- 
starters" and find themselves? 
stranded in tJ» ^reet with tm^ic 
be«rinnm» to bear down on them 

"You'll always piay it safe if 
3fou take k e^y when aporoach- 
in* an intenection," he cautioned 
Vir«?inia Beach motorists. 

The Chief pointed out that 
November weather and early 
hours d dusk aal darkness com- 
bine to make ft difficult for mo- 
torists to see pedestrians. 

A«>ording to the Governor's 
Hifi^way Safety records, aowox- 
imatelv one-third of the pedestri- 
ans killed in the six months from 
October to March die in acci- 
dents occurring between 5 and 
8 p.m. — the first hwjrs of dusk 
and darkness. 

"Put yourself hi ^e pedestri- 
an's place," Oiief Johreon ursed 
"Anticipate his actiMJS, and vou 
mav help to avoid a needles 
traffic tra^y." 

The Vmrfnia B«ich Buresiu of 
Safrtv and the Governor s High- 
way Safety Committee are co- 
operating this montfi on a x^o- 
gmm to reduce pe<fcstrian tr^ic 
accidems.

Turkey Season 
Starts Dec. 16 

For the first time in many 
vears, opening day hunters in 
Eastern Virginia will have to 
hold their fire on tUrkevs, accord- 
ing to John McLaughlin, Cuid" 
of the Game Commission's Law 
Enforcement Division. 

The Commission pushed back 
the opening date of the turkey 
season this year in Eastern coun- 
ties to December 16 in an effort 
to reduce the kill of the big birds 
whjch have been dcHnine some- 
what in recent years. Western 
turkey hunters wiU experience a 
similar cut on the end of their 
season. 

A kill of nearly as many adult 
hens as juvenile birds has indi- 
cated poor nesting during the 
past two seasons. This high kill 
of hens has been sharply cutting 
the breeding stock in many areas. 
The delayed opening of the 
Eastern seaso nwas calculated to 
reduce the "chance" kill by deer 
and small game hunters during 
the opening weeks of these seas- 
ons. Thus, most of the turkeys 
will be killed by turkey hunters 
rather than by hunters who flush 
them on deer drives. 

As a further effort to increase 
the amount of recreation per 
bird, the Commission approved 
a gobbler season last spring in 
all counties where the turkey 
Dooulation was sufficient to stand 
this type of shooting. This selec- 
tive shooting removes the old 
gobblers, the true "biological sur- 
plus" in turkey populations, after 
the breeding season has passed. 
A similar season is contemplated 
for the spring of 1964.

Fishing Rule 
Changes Made 

RICHMOND — The VirginiB 
Commission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries aii^roved several chang- 
es in fishing regulations fc«r the 
1964 season at a recent meeting 
in Richmond. The changes adopt- 
ed include year-around trwit fish- 
ing for Carvm Cove, Philpott and 
South Holston Reservoirs and a 
12 inch miramum si3» on small- 
mouth, largemoudi and spotted 
bass on the Dan River and tribu- 
taries below Brantly Steam Plant 
and the Roanoke River and trib- 
utaries downstream from Niagra 
Dam. Trot lines and wt poles will 
be p rohibite d withi n 600 fe et <rf 

afl dams, and designated Roa- 
noke C<Minty trout waters will be 
the Roanoke River below the 
coroorate limits of Salem. The 
taking of non-game fish by gig- 
ging, snagging and similar meth- 
ods was prohibited in the Roa- 
noke and Dam Rivers in coui>- 
ties where this type of filing is 
otherwise permitted. These regu- 
lations will become effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1964. 

A proposal to elimmate creel 
limits on crappie, blueeill and 
other sunfishes in the waters of 
Bugg Island and Kerr Reservoir 
was made at the reouest of the 
North Carolina Wildlife Resourc- 
es Commission. This would make 
the fishing regulations of these 
two states conform on these in- 
terstate waters. This proposal will 
come to a final vote at the next 
Commission meeting <mi January 
24. 

Other fishing seasons, creel 
limits, and regulations for 1964 
will remain unchanged from those 
in effect' this year. 

A delegation from the Stone- 
wall Rifle and Pistol Qub of 
Staunton advised the Commis- 
sion <rf their intenlicMi to spouMM- 
legislation permitting the year- 
around hunting of non-game spe- 
cies with pistols from sunrke to 
sunset except over inland waters, 
and allowing the hunting of game 
birds and animals under the 
above oraditions with pistols of 
at least 350 toot pminds muzzle 
energy during regular seasons and 
under the same restrictwn m at>- 
plied to rifles. flTiis would vre- 
vent the use of weapons less Aan 
.23 calibre for deer and bear 
and prohA)it the use of pistols 
in counties where similar rifles 
are now prohibited). After con- 
siderable discussion, the Ocmi- 
mission voicwi no oopositi<Mi to 
the oroposed legislation as out- 
lined. 

A group of Augusta County 
landowners announced their in- 
tention to sponsor legislation per- 
mitting the shooting erf unde- 
sirable non-game animals ^mu 
vehicles (hiring the daytime on 
private lands bv landowners w 
their agents. The Commission 
voiced no objecticm to such a 
proposal.

son frcMn A|MiI 27 thrcwi^ May

And so they 
do though it is a fact, according to various 
public opinion polls, that the percentage of 
profit earned by typical enterprises and 
whole industries is far lower than is gen- 
erally believed. 

That aside, profits have another ex- 
tremely important use. They make jobs. 

A brief editorial and statistical graph in 



the August issue of Nation's Business tells 
the story concisely. Its substance is this: 
"When profits are low, unemployment is 
high. When profits are high, unemploy- 
ment is low. In short, profits make jobs." 

The graph— which covers the 1954-1962 
period— bears out these words. When prof- 
its are squeezed down, unemployment 
rises. When profits are adequate, unem- 
ployment declines. 

Yes— profits make jobs.

The Census Bureau leathers 
facts each month in its Current 
Population Survey in 357 elect- 
ed areas throug^ut the country. 
The information obtained about 
the current employment situation 
is used in compiling national fig- 
ures which are published by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, U. S. 
Department of Labor. Figures 
from the Septenrt^r 1963 survey 
showed a total of 69.5 million 
Americans employed — 46 mil- 
lion men and 23.5 million wo- 
men. Those ui»mployed num- 
bered 3.5 millton — 1.9 mllli(Mt 
men and 1.6 million women.

luctant to comment on the possi- 
bility of an independent source 
of water supply, but the wording 
of the new ojntracts and the con- 
tents of a water service report 
made by Malcolm Pirnie Engin- 
eers, clearly indicate that such 
a possibility exists. 

The Pirnie report was made 
for the two new cities of Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake last June. 

Nothing in the recent water 
pacts would fwevent Virginia 
Beach from establishing a water 
supply of its own during the next 
five years although Beach offi- 
cials say that actual use of such a 
system would have to wait until 
the contracts expire. 

According to the Pirnie re- 
p6rt, an independent wator sup- 
ply system could be owned and 
operated by Virginia Beach in a 
five-to-ten year period. 

The report stotes that antici- 
pated water needs erf the City 
of Virginia Beach could be rhet 
until the year 2000 by developing 
a reservoir system cnrtsf^ its 
city limits. 

Virginia Beach already has a 
system of water distribution lines 
in the Borough of Virginia Beach. 
Under the new contracts it would 
also purchase Norfolk's distribu- 
tion lines within its boundaries if 
it should set up its own water 
supply.

No husband wMl be tender and good managed in this way, but 
they are really delicious when properly treated. In selecting a hus- 
band, you should not be quided by die silvery appearance, as in 
buying mackerel, nor by the golden tint as if you wanted salmon. 
Be sure to select him j^Hurself, as tastes differ. ^ not go to market 
for him as the best are always brcmght to your door. It is far better 
to have none, unless you will patiently learn to awk him. 

A preserving kettle of the finest porcelain is best. &e tliM the 
linen in which you wrap him is nicely w^ied and mea^d, with tte 
required number of buttons and strings sewed on. Tie him in the 
kettle by a strong silk cord called "conA)rt: as the <mt called "duty" 
is i^t to be weak. Make a clear steady fire (rf k>ve, nearness ami 
cheerfulness. If he sputters and fizzes, do not be anxious; some 
husbands (k> this until they are quite done. Add a little sugar, in the 
form of what confectioners call "kisses", but no vinegar and pepper. 
A little spice improves them, which must be used witti juc^nent. 
Thus treated, when done, you will find him very delicious, agreeing 
nicely with you and the children, and he will keep as long as you 
want, unless you become careless and set him in too cool a ^ace.

That The Water Qii$$t|o 
1$ Answered, We Suggoyl . . 



BMyorm is happy now that the ques- 
tion of a water supply for the City of Vir- 
ginia Bea^ is finaUy a^$wered, at least, 
for the n^xt five years. A contract with the 
City of-Norfofk for that period has been 
signed. Amen. 

However, five years is a short period of 
time and it will slip by before we know it. 
The Sun-News sug^eifs that Virginia Beach 
officials not wi'it thft five years before 
thinking again of. a water supply for the 
city. We suggest that steps be taken iftnme- 
diately to insi.^e a water supply in the 
future and tha^ sych a problem that has 
existed for the pa^ year or more hot de- 
velop again. 

We do not necessarily advocate a sepa- 
rate water supply for the City of Virginia 



Beach. In fact, we are indiaed to favcw" an 
area-wide or metropolitan water system to 
serve this great Hampton Roads area. This 
would seem to be the most logical solution 
jto the- water supply problem for the entire 
region. 

However, If it becomes evident that a 
metropolitan water system is not feasible 
for any reason, then we feel that a separate 
independent water supply system should 
be set up for Virginia Beach. 

But, regardless of the type of water sup- 
ply system we repeat that Virginia Beach 
officials should begin at once to answer the 
question for it could come up again in five 
years. Action in this matter should be start- 
ed at ONCE. 



A Costly Fraud 



"" Something President Kennedy said at a 
press conference last May deserves peri- 
^ic repeating. Much rnore irr^rtant, it 
should havf ^ faM' greater impact pn goyern- 
TTient p<^cy ^n seems to be the case. 

The Present was ask^ a question con- 
(O^ming the jK>ntroversy over private elec- 
tric power dfveiopnr^nt as against govern- 
ment devdopment. The implication was 
that various nrwjor projects were being 
Woiced by an adverse governmental atti- 
tude towani private utilities which wished 
♦o undertake them. 

The President replied: ". . . if a private 
company can develop a site and provide a 
service rrK>re satisfactorily than the Federal 
Governm^it, then the private ojmpany 
should go ahead. Indeed ... I would put 
the burden of prcx)f upon the Federal Gov- 
ernment to prove either that the site will 
fbt be adequately developed, that the 
service would not be satisfactory, and that 
only the Federal Government can do 1t 
tefore i would support the pro|^." 



That Is certainly a clear and unequivocal 
statement of position. Yet men high in the 
ranks of the Administration, as well as in 
other branches of government, are con- 
stantly urging more and mtore socialized 
power— and more and more big projects 
whose costs run in the hundreds of mil- 
lions. No one can rationally argue that the 
utility industry is unable to undertake any 
needed project. And no one can rationally 
argue, either, that the industry is incapable 
of doing the job adequately and providing 
top service. Its standards, in every aspect 
of the business, are the highest attainable. 
It has proven, by its deeds, that socialized 
power is not needed and amounts to a 
costly fraud which every taxpayer helps 
pay for. 

The strength of this ccxjntry, and the 
very existence of our free institutions, rests 
on the rock of private enterprise. That is 
true of power development just as it is of 
every other field of enterprise.

VIRGINIA BEACH— The Gen- 
eral Hosi^tBl of Virginia Beadi 
wiH open its doors to a viating 
public Sunday from 3 to 5 p.m. 
and affoni Ihem an opportunity 
to see "v^iet progr^ h^ been 
made In an overall revMnping. 

Sunday's open house will be 
held in observance of National 
(Hospital Week. 

Ihiring the paA two years, 
since the present building was 
acquired from private owners and 
chartered by ttie State as a non- 
profit, non-stodi 'ho^ital, the fa- 
d^ty has taken freat strides in 
fiUing ^e medical needs for ttus 
fast growing city. 

The first major improvemenis 
after the WKjuisition on Dec. 1, 
1961, was to set up an open Maff 
operMion and exf^md the 25-bed 
capacity by converting offices on 
the first floor into patient ar^. 
Improvements were also m»ie 
to the operating and delivery 
rooms, nursery, x-ma^ and liriMra- 
tory depftrtinent and emei^eixry 
room. 

l^e next s^ came i^th the 
con^ruction of a 2^ory wing 
ttmt opened last OeceradMff and 

iddilioaai 
irfficel and room for nine moit 
patient beds. 

TJk ho^al has come a long 
way in itwo -years. 91 is adetpateb^ 
staffed and equipped to care for 
the people of Vir^nk Beach. Yet, 
its 47-bed capadty makes it sntaU 
when compi^«d to the enlarged 
dty's exploding population, nom 
estimated at over 100,000 persons. 
And until Qie new 105-bed ihos- 
pital is autxpie^A, probably in 
1965, the pre^nt ho^ital must 
suffix foid all of these improve- 
ments have been made for just 
that ptapose. 

Aiso, itfie present buflding, s^ 
25th Street and Arctic Avenue, is 
being igroomed to fil a very nec- 
essary role when the new ho^ital 
opens. It will be used as a branch 
and will provide ^[>ace for dderly 
and intensive care paitients, thus 
releasing more beds in the new 
plant. 

Construction on the new hos- 
pital at iHiUtop is ah^ady under- 
way and the activity has been a 
welc<Mne si^t to those who have 
supported and foHowed the proj- 
ect's progr^s over the past few 
yeai^. 

In 1961 Hb&K yrere two hos- 
pital groups at work— the Gen- 
eral Hospital of Virginia Beach 
and the Princess Anne Memorial 
Hoq>ital — and both had their ap- 
plications for Hill-Burton federal 
funds denied. 

'Fw a year the much-needed 
project lay dormant and it wasn't 
until the two groups consolidated 
under ttie Virginia Beach name 
in A^pist, 1962, that acti^y re- 
sumed. 

The combined efforts of both 
supporters accomplished what the 
divided efforts had failed to do 
and on October 25, 1962, George 
D. Brooke, president of the board 
of directors, announced that ttie 
United Siates Department of 
Healtfj had approved the hoi^it- 
al's second application for federsd 
funds.

Five contractors bi^ en tlw 
plans cwnpleted by Basdeervill & 
Son of 1lidmK>nd and on October 
14 the Departoient of Public 
Health approved the $2,169,865 
bid of J. A. Jones of Charlotte, 
N. C. ConMruction got underway 
immedii^y after this contract 
was signed. 

The 20-aare hospital site on 
First Colonial Road, about one 
mile north of Hlltt^, wns donated 
for this purpose by Mrs. Levi Old, 
widovy of Or. Old, and her son, 
Dr. Levi OW Jr. 

The first part of a 4-pt»se plan 
of construction calls for a 2-story 
lO&bed— 59 m^lical and surgical, 
24 olMtetrics with 33 toSsinets, 13 
pediatrics ami 9 inten^ve care — 
institution with al necessary cen- 
tral facilities. 

When needed, a second phase 
wffl add a third floor and its 66 
a<lditional becte vM bring the 
total csqjacity to 171. Another 84 
beds will be added in the thii^ 
with the construction oFa 
Hodr. The fihal phase wiET" 
comiM of 50 minimum ctre beds, 
(»ttst]iicted in a unit adjacent to 
the ho^ital. 

■niis unique 4-phise construc- 
tion planning has provided the 
hospital with a map toat wH 
carry it through any future com- 
nwnity growth. 

Once completed, the new hos- 
pital is exp«:ted to ranploy be- 
tween 200-250 persons and main- 
ta^ an annusd payroll of half a 
n^Uion dollai^. Anol3»r half a 
miHion will be spent annualy to 
puj^ase supplies, a greater por- 
tion of which wffl be spent io- 
oaliy. 

Tlie pew facflity will also draw 
iirto &ie area many physicians of 
all medical specialties. 

Because of these many aspects, 
the dty will benefit in many ways 
from both the present and 
planned hospitals. Not only will 
the resident receive the finest 
medical (axe, but the entire com- 
munity will grow from the addi- 
tional revenue derived from addi- 
tional employment and wag^, 
from hospital personnd, increa^d 
rral e^te purdiases from the 
new physicians and. staff m«n- 
bers and the purc^se of supplies.

Simplicity may be the key to 
most meals we serve today but 
Thanksgiving dinner is some- 
thing else again. Ever since the 
first Thanksgiving, tJhis has been 
a day of sharing the iharvest. 'nie 
more food you serve, the more 
traditional your meal. Yet to pre- 
pare all that food you can take 
many ^hort cuts, still coming out 
with a true-old-faShioned Thanks- 
giving feast wWch looks as thou^ 
you had spent not days but weeks 
in the prejraration. Actually, 
youTl spend only a few houre. 

Most important, of couree, is 
the turkey. For best results, and 
to make it easier on yourself, buy 
frozen turkey. Not only is it lit- 
erally the freshest toirkey you can 
buy but it also lets you buy y<Mir 
bird ahead of time and you avoid 
last minute laishes. A few "re- 
members" as you cook the tur- 
key: rub the cswrity li^tiy with 
salt before stuffing, also roast in 
oven breast side up. For the most 
even browning, cover top of bird 
with aluminum foil, remove foffl 
about 30 minutes before end of 
cooking time. Your oven heat 
guide: about 25 minutes per 
pound at 325^.— for a 14-16 lb. 
turkey or to lOO'E. internal tem- 
perature if you use a meat ther- 
mometer. 

To celebrate Thanksgiving in 
all its tradition, make two stuf- 
fings this vear. Neither take much 
time and each has a unique and 
delicious flavor. For the turkey 
itself . . . Gold Harvest Stuffing. 
You use a pret>ared stuffing base 
to save time Ixit this is all that 
is ordinary about this stuffing.

A blanket of ^omn woven 
from a (nation's grief covered 
this normally ^y resort city 
Monday as residents bowed their 
h^tds in silent tribute to a faBen 
leader.

The quietitess was eerie. There 
were no shuffling feet, roaring 
motors or honking horns. I^ere 
w«% no joyous shouts from nin- 
ning children or cheerful greet- 
ings between passing neigMwrs. 
There were no clinking cash reg- 
isters or dacking typewriters or 
rtngii^ telephones. There was 
only stiUness. 

This dty, like many hundreds 
across the nation, had come to a 
complete standstill. This ma^ 
display of grief, spontaneously 
produced throu^ individual de- 
cisions, was the greatest tribute 
the American people could pay 
the late President Kennedy. 

The respect for this dynamic

What k DASH and wM is its 
mission? 

The DASH system goes hami hi 
hand with the destroyer FRAM 
(Fleet Rehabilitation and Modern- 
ization) program which has been 
adapting di^royers with flight 
decks and hangers for the drones. 

A drone, weighing about 1200 
pounds empty and standing near- 
ly 10 feet high, is powered by a 
gas turi&ine engine productng 300 
horsepower. It has two contraro- 
t-ating 20-foot rotors. 

The radio^ontroUed aircraft is 
capable of carrying a variety of 
anti-submarine weapons. 

The t)ilotle3s craft is cinirDlled 
from either the flight deck of the 
diejtroyer or from the Ccmbat In- 
formation Center. Shipbaard ra- 
dar is used for ti'acking the 
drone and sonar is ussd for detsct- 
ing tlie underwater targets. A dis- 
play system combines the radar 
and sonar information to enable 
the CIC controller to position the 
drane over the target area. 

A mission would be carried out 
in this manner. The drone ,is 
armed in the hangar and moved to 
the launch ' area on the flight 
deck. 

From his control panel the deck 
controller starts the engine and 
then maneuvers toe drone away 
from the ship and %nd5 it on its 
way to tihe target area. When the 
drone appears on the CIC radar 
display the control is turned over 
to the CiC controller who then 
I^ots the course to the tai^ 
area. 

At the optimum weapon drop 
point the CIC confaxiller releases 
the wei^n load and then com- 
mands the dnme back toward ^e 

When it ccoMS within sig^ 
the Aontroi is m^med to the deck 
controUer who then executes the 
aporoach and landing. 

there wesre Mme losses of the 
drones during early tests because 
of electronic taiwbles. Now with 
most of the bu^ out, the program 
is^^ing ahead and today %ven 
d^troyers are operating DASH: 
•the 'JM6t3h P. Kennedy, Jr., Wal- 
lace L. Line and Hugh Purvis in 
the Atlantic, and the John R. 
Ci^ig, Everett F. Larson, Perkins 
and Buck in the Pacific.

Virginia Was First 
In "Thanicsgiving Day'* 
Observance in, U.S.

Virginia can claim many 
"firete". Among them is the first 
"Thanksgiving Day" observance 
in America. 

Althou^ millions of Amerl- 
<»ns have been 'teught that 4he 
first Thanksgiving Day celebra- 
tion was held by the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth, Massachusetts in 1621, 
several such observances had te- 
ken place in Virginia long tjef ore 
the Mayflower sailed. 

America's first formally desig- 
nated "Thanksgiving Day" service 
was hMd at Berki^ey Hundred 
(now Berkeley Plantation) on De- 
cember 4, 1619. On that day 
thirty-nine Engli^ settlers, oinder 
the leswira^hip of Capt. John 
Woodl^, landed at Berkely, up 
tiie Jan^s River from James- 
town. "The service took place in 
accordance with one of the direc- 
tives contained in the "Instruc- 
tions" of the group's charter. It 
reads as follows: 

"hnpr wee ordaine that the day 
of our sliips arrivall at the place 
assigned for plantacon in the 
itand of Virginia ^all ibe yeariy 
and perpu'Uialy keept holy as a 
ctey of thanks^mng to Almighty 
god.'? 

At least two other thanksgiving 
services were held in Virginia be- 
fore the Pilgrims' arrival in Mas- 
sachusetts. One was held in 1607 
at Cape Henry, when the James- 
town colonists finrt entered the 
Oies^eafce Br/. Another wse 
held in June, 1610 Jjy the survi- 
vors of Jamestown's "starving 
time". Of the 490 colonists who 
had been at Jamestown In the 
fall of 1W9, otAy 60 -w^re alive 
the following spring. 

Abraham Lincohi, in 1863, w^ 
the first U.S. President to desig- 
nate the last "Wiursday in Nov- 
ember as Tlwnksgiving Day. Lin- 
coln had visited Berkeley in the 
summer of the previous year to 
confer with Union General 
George B. McClellan, following 
the bloody Seven Days' Battle. 
Ironically, Lincoln laiwied at the 
same spot wJ»re Woodleaf set- 
tlers had held their first thanks- 
giving service in 1619. 

It was at Berkeley in the sum- 
mer of 1^2 that "Taps" was 
com|K)sed by Union General 
Daniel Butterfield aiMl O. W. 
Norton, one of his buelei^. 

Berkeley was the birthplace of 
Benjamin Harrison V, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
aiKl his son. President William 
Henry Harrison, of "Tippecanoe 
and Tyler Too" fame. Traitor 
Benedict Arnold plundeiwl the 
nsnsion for the i&itish in 1781 
and burned the HarriKin f «nfly 
poitraits on the front tawn. 
AMmi0i Berkeley ^fered hea- 
vy ^mage in the Revohition and 
chirii^ tfae Civft War, it bem been 



tastefully restored and today 
i^ands muoh as it did during the 
ei^teenth century.

Superb Acting 
in "IWenagerie" 

The Virg^ Beach Little The- 
atre production of Tennessee Wil- 
liams' "The Glass Menagerie" 
was perhaps too ambitious for lo- 
cal audiences 'but certainly it was 
a fine outldt for the excellent act- 
ing of the four prihcipals. 

Thursday's opening ni-^t had 
th6 traditional mishaips, especial- 
ly in o*wrlong lighting blackouts 
between scenes, but the lines 
were ddivered with the perfec- 
tion of seasoned perfonnances. 

Anne Henry, as the mother, 
had a very difficult role thait en- 
tailed lengthy dialogue with a 
strong southern accent. It is much 
to Ml?. Henry's credit and talent 
that not once did she slip from 
diaradter or indicate to the aud- 
ience that she was other than that 
nag^g, flighty woman. 

Foy Shaw, as her son, was 
equally good though he might 
have been stronger in his emotions 
when he exploded from the con-1 
stant barrage of criticisms from 
his mother and ended uo calling 
her a "witch on a broomstick." 

John Hafling's role as the gen- 
tleman caller was the smallest 
part in the play <but he took ad- 
vantage of the lines and was 
quite convincing as a self-impress- 
ed braggart. 

But the real laurels of the cast 
go to Judy Bems who. as the in- 
troverted daughter interested on- 
ly in her liCtle glass figurinas, 
oame through as a tormented 
young woman patheticallv with- 
drawn from reality in a blanket 
of Childish inntjcence. 

In true Tennessee Williams 
style, "•Menageries" is more a 
character study of slightly de-i 
mented people than a drama daai- 
ing with incidents of action that 
end on a cUmatic note. Because of 
this, the play rests solely on the 
shoulders of a competent cast. 

Mrs. Henry, Miss Barns, Shaw 
and Hafling ftil filled this respon- 
sibility more than adequately and 
they are to be commended. But 
'Menagerie" rfwuld be attended 
by tho^ who appreciate fine act- 
ing and Tennessee Williams plays; 
not by those who exr>ect a light 
evening's entertainment.

With more and more U. S. 
mainlanders falling under the 
spell of Puerto Rico vacations, the 
American Spice Trade Association 
saluted the unusual cuisine of the 
commonwealth at a dinner for 
the food press October 23 at the 
Hotel Biltmore. 

As part of "Operation Boot- 
strap," Puerto Rico is disco\'ering 
itself and learning to value its 
past as well as its pre^nt. At one 
time Puerto Riean nutrition auth- 
orities dismissed native foods as 
worthless. Recently a leading nu- 
tritionist said: 

"We now are trying to go badt 
and mend our error committed 
when we thought our mangoes, 
plaintains, casabe and our other 
foods were poor . . . We know it 
is not necessary to do away with 
our food habits and traditions . . ." 

Actually a great many Puerto 
Rican dishes are original and fla- 
vorful. At the crossroads of New 
World exploration in the 15th and 
16th Centuries, Puerto Rico re- 
flects the seasoning secrets of 
many cultures in its cooking. Not 
only the Spanish, led by Colum- 
bus and Ponce de Leon-, but Por- 
tuguese, Africans, Dutch, English. 
French, Danes and Italian^ all 
contributed something to ' the 
Puerto Rican menu. 

Herbs, the very popular ani^, 
coriander, fepnel. sage, thyme, 
rosemary, mint, sweet marjoram 
and parsley reached Puerto Rican 
gardens 400 y«ars ago. Onions 
and garlic from the Mediterran- 
ean area were instantly popular 
with the original Borinquen In- 
dians. The bay <or laurel) tree and 
the ging«- root found a happy 
home on this sunlit and fertie 
island. Capsicum pods which be- 
come the paprika, red pepper and 
cayenne of our soice shelves, 
were natives of ^e Caribbean and 
Latin America. Allimice trees 
grow wild on Puerto Rico as they 
do on many other Caribbean is- 
lands. 

As might be exoected in a 
country with large crops of sugar 
cane, everyone loves desserts, 
sweeter perhaps than is custom- 
ary on the mainland. Cinnamon, 
there, as in most parts of the 
worid, is the leading dessert 
soice, closely followed by anise, 
cloves, ginger arid allspice. 

Be^n^ -»iee?-9terc^hv not veg- 
etables, fruit, chickt 1 D"k, and 
a variety of fi?h have ' " '* t)ast, 
made uo the basic u' fodav 
more milk and meat is being con- 
sumed ^nd nutritionists have ibeen 
telling the islanders how to com- 
T>1eTnent the'r tradition'tl diet w'th 
foods rich in the nutrients they 
lack. 

Certain food habits are dear 
to them: Thev like, for instan'^. 
both a hot lunr^h and dinner (^fo 
hastv sandwiches for them!) ''* 
Puerto Rican stores one sees 
triole-decker lunch pails. pHallow 
pans of enamel set one on tfw of 
the other Such a lunch pail is 
called a fiambrera. In it a work- 
man carries hot rice, Iseans. 
.tjtewed meat or codfish and per- 
haos tomatoes. 

The menu oreoared bv the 
spice trade aisociation's home ec- 
onomists mirrored the old and 
new patterns in Puerto Ri<an 
cookery. As might be exoected 
nn an islwd bng tmder the in- 
f'upnce'of the Pnaninh, Arroz con 
Polh and PaelT^ are extremelv 
popular dishes EauaHv tyoical is 
a flavorful pickled fish, Pescado 
en Escabeche, and green beans 
with the flavorful multi-Duroo^ 
sofrito sauce. Came Mechada is 
stuffed eye round steak, pot- 
rra-ted in a delectable sauce, the 
piece de resistance of any good 
dinner.
